In line 7, it appears that "said plurality of program instances" lacks antecedent 
basis. It appears that "said plurality of program instances" should be changed to -said 
plurality of user instances of said program- for clarity. 

In claim 2 . in line 2, it appears that "program instances" lacks antecedent basis. It 
appears that "program instances" should be changed to -said plurality of user instances 
of said program- for clarity. 



In claim 3 . in line 3, it appears that "substantial' should be deleted for clarity. 
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In claim 7 , in line 3 (page 13), it appears that "the program instances" lacks 
antecedent basis. It appears that "the program instances" should be changed to -said 
plurality of user instances of said program- for clarity. In lines 5-6, it appears that "said 
plurality of program instances" lacks antecedent basis. It appears that "said plurality of 
program instances" should be changed to -said plurality of user instances of said 
program- for clarity. 

In claim 9 , in line 2, it appears that "program instances" lacks antecedent basis. It 
appears that "program instances" should be changed to -said plurality of user instances 
of said program- for clarity. 

In claim 10 . in line 2, it appears that "substantial' should be deleted for clarity. 

In claim 13 . in line 3 (page 7), it appears that "said user program" lacks 
antecedent basis. In lines 9-10, it appears that "said user program" lacks antecedent 
basis. It appears that "said user program" should be changed to -said user program 
instance - for clarity. 

Appropriate correction is required.
